This biog- 
rapher calls. Adams the “Grandfather of His 
Country" because he was the man who. was 
primarily responsible for .making Washington 
<ommander-in-chief of the Continental _ army, 
thereby starting the Virginian on the road: which 
ted to his becoming the “Father.” 

Although the actual nomination of Washington 


’. for that position was. made in ‘the Continental 


congress by Thomas Johnson of Maryland, yet 
was Adams who developed the sentiment 
which caused the nomination to be ratified. When 
@ongress, urged thereto by Adams, adopted ‘the 
New England troops around Boston as a Contl- 


‘mental army and began looking around for a 


commander-in-chief, Adams realized that the 
eclection of any of the New England. officers for 
the/post would be certain to result in an out- 
break of inter-colonial jealousies, So he pro- 
posed that an “outsider” be brought in and sug- 
geSted. the name of the man who, as a major in 
the Virginia Colonial forces, had distinguished 
himself during the:tll-fated Braddock expedition 
20. years. earlier. . Not only. ‘would thig accom- 
pligsh its purpose of preventing tl-feeling among 


the New Englanders, but as a compliment to-

‘ciples which Adams had been expounding day 
after day for two years’; he played an impor- 
tant part in establishing the American navy; 
the was. one of -the most ¥igorous defenders of 
the Constitution after it was adopted; he had.a 
hand in giving to the nation the greatest inter- 
preter of that Constitution, for he, as Presi- 
dent, made John Marshall chief justice of the 
Supreme court; he was a “prophet in forecasting 
the economie development of the United States 
cand in wishing to adapt the frame of government 
in the: future to that basis"; and the “general 


-principles of a government for which he stood 


have survived to this day and are still showing 
@ great degree of Influence.” 

It has become almost axiomatic that genius 
rarely, if ever, transmits itself and that great 
fathers seldom beget ‘great sons, But John 
Adams comes as near, perhaps, as any other 
American-to being the exception which proves 
the rule. .For his son, John Quincy Adams, kept
